An editorinl taken from the 
“Morning Herald" surveys the 
half century 1800/1850:

The Koumintang ruled China 
for over..20 yenars—from 1027 
until last year. The type of Gov- 
ernment —which.. they_set-up-'was, 
a very curious one. It was a kind 
of Fascism before Fafcitm was 
heard of in the West, It js always 
sald in the present century, the 
Chinese have borrowed most of 
their political institutions from 
the West. This 1s not. altogether 
truc. ‘However undesirable the 
Kuomintang's system ‘may have 
been it was on 
by China. . : 

The Kuomintang Government 
was a party ‘dictatorship. ; The 
Kuomintang always _p (Masco 
that eventually Chink pWas to 
have a fully democratic” Gov- 
ernment. But for the intéFyen- 
ing period it was to be'@nder 
Kuomintang | “tutelage”, The 
Kuomintang Stself was ‘a partly 
democratic body. But it was 
ruled: by cliques~’-and by _the 
Army. Each clique stood for 
rather different Ideas, No clique 
was strong enough to prevail 
over the others. Chiang Kal- 
Shek, os Party Leader, kept his 
power by -balancing the cliques 
and playing one off against the 
other. ; 

The Kuomintang tried to build 
up a modern style government. 
They modernised the Jaw. They 
modernised the banks and. cure 
rency. They tried to industrialise 
China, They established’ ao ‘kind 
of halfbaked Soclalism, Qut- 
wardly, up to the outbreak of 
war with Japan in 1937, they 
seemed to be making headway, 
Thelr prestige In the world grew 
high, But they never dealt with 
one ‘fatal problem,: and this 
finally overthrew them. 


The Peasant 


This problem was the condi-~ 
tlon of the .Chinese peasant. 
Most of South China-is cultivat- 
ed under a landlord system. Not 
only docs each peasant family 
have a pathetically small farm. 
It had until recently to pay half 
or more than half the minimum 
crop to the landlard as rent. Not 
far from Hong ‘Kong the size of 
the average farm was about 
three-fifths. of an acre. The 
family cultivating this paid 70 
per cent of the main crop to the 
landlord. Tho’ result was starva- 
tion and there was fiercé hatred 
by .the peasants against the 
landlords. i 

Sun Yat-sen had planned land 
reform as one of the main parts 
of his programme. The pensant 
was to be given his own land, 
which was also to be confiscated 
from the landlord or . bought 
from him at a fairly low price. 
Formally and officially: the Kuo- 
mintang approved this  pro- 
gramme. But the Kuomintang 
was in fact very largely in ‘the 
hands of exactly the landlord 
class whom it was proposed’ to 
dispossess. : 

The Chinese landlords. were 
not great Jandlords like the for~ 
mer landlords of Central Europe, 
They were.a very large middle 
class. From this class came the 
officials, merchants, army officers, 
bankers, lawyers, professional 
men all the men‘ who, because 
they were Nationalists, supported 
the Kuomintang. Oddly. enoygh, 
it was the very rich members of 
‘the--Party-- who--were—mostly—In- 
favour of land reform. Men 
like Dr. T. V. Soong, the famous 
Finance Minister and_brother-in 
law of Chiang Kai-shek, were 
not interested in the petty busi- 
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n ning land. Thi 
terest lay in big business -and. 
they were intelligent cnough' to 
sec. that. rural discontent, if not 
checked, could’ overthrow ‘tho 
whole. system. ..But, powerful as 
they were, thoy wore 

strong cnough-to counter the In- 
Mucnee of the cliqua 

sprang from the small 
landlords; These “eliques~ blot ted 
every move ‘towards 

form. Chiang Kalesheck came 
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from thelr class and was sym- 
pathetle to them. Even in 1034 
the League of Nations Commis- 
sion warned him solemnly of the 
danger of not supporting Jand 
reform he still set his face 
against it. : 


- Moral collapse 


It was this which in the end 
ruined him. The , grievances -of 
the peasantry.. were . the. rea) 
artillery. of the Communists, 
From the peasants they could 
raise endless armies. The Kuo- 
mintang ‘wore = itself: out’ by: 
countless campaigns. In splte of 
its immense superiority in arms 
it could not bring the civil war 
to a close, Then the Kuomintang 
became Involved in war with 
Jopan. For a time the civil wars 
were suspended and Kuomintang, 
and Communists, joined in a 
coalition. But long before the end 
of the war the coalition had 
broken down. War. had, however, 
strengthened the Communists in 
the eyes of the. country. It had 
exhausted the Kuomintang 
morally, fe .
